Such has hitherto been the course 
adopted here ever since and before thai 
passed; and the case of the Rebecca is ihe 
first attempt to stop it. The language of 
that Proclamation is ; 

'•Provided, lurtlier, that all vessels dwimill to 
tlear for anv po.- in B.itiah CohunliU north ot 
Fraser River, which ranjr lor lh« time he.t.it be 
open for irafhV. may d.> su — clearing aa heietuf.iire 
at the Port of Vie una aforesaid, paying neveriBC- 
leia the full duties hereby churned and m ale 1 vi- 
able, and all such last mentioned duties lhall lie 
paid to and under the m magemetU ut "tie Collector 
of her Majesty's Customs for British Columbia." 

In the carrying out ol the above law here 
the clearances have been issued by Ihe Col- 
onial Secretary, and tlie dunes were nls,> 
paid lo him. Such an accommodation has 
worked very well hitherto, and we hope 
nothing will be allowed lo intervene lo pre- 
vent the continuance of such a custom, In 
fact we must be enabled lo pay dulies and 
olear vessels here for any |>»rt of tin* cohmI 
of Briiisli Columbia. To force our vessels
